MR. BROWN; How do you fit together your statement 
that you should define by statute the duties and responsibilities, 
and the provision in the bill for this Central Intelligence Agency 
which provides that the Agency shall have the functions and the 
powers as outlined in Executive Orders issued by the President. . . . 

ADMIRAL SHERMAN: Well, l would like to explain the 
background of the drafting in this regard, sir. In preparing this 
draft we first considered trying to do in this bill an adequate job 
on the functions and authority and responsibilities of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. Wc found that that would be a rather extensive 
piece of legislation in itself. Therefore, the attempt was made 
here to show only how that agency, as a unit, would fall into the 
over-all structure, and it was our advice that referring to this 
specific temporary directive would suffice as a stopgap until the 
complete organic law pertaining to the Central Intelligence Agency 
could be introduced and considered separately from this measure. 

MR. BROWN: Do you know whether it is the thought, the 
sense, or the purpose of the Secretary of War, the Secretary of 
the Navy, or the President of the United States, or anyone else 
la authority to submit to the Congress for the consideration definite 
detailed legislation to control the activity of this Central Intelligence 
Agency any time in the near future ? 

ADMIRAL. SHERMAN; I know it is the intent of the 
Secretary of the Navy, who is a member of the temporary r ational 
Intelligence Authority, that that shall be dons.-, and I heard .Jeasral 
Vandenberg inform the Senate committee in hearings on thi» Mil 
that that legislation was in preparation. 

MR. ilRO'.VN: Do you net think it is better for this 
committee to have that proposed legislation before it passes on 
thi 3 to know what can and should be done ?

in great detail, and we wotud wind up with a very bulky volume.

\Ve felt, since enabling legislation was going to come in 
later from another standing committee of the House « . . the 
question that would arise in connection with this Central 
Intelligence Agency, should be left to the standing committee, j 
and that our committee should try to meet the immediate problem.
